The Contractor Idea a8 “Applied to 
Farming Is a Good One 


Many a club or business men’s 
committee in the towns and cities of 
Canada could aid greater war-time 
production on the farms if they would 
adopt the “tractor and contractor” 
idea, which has been installed in 
j yntreal and adopted in Chatham, 

nt, 

The contractor idea as applicd to 
| farming is simply this: A club of 
business men in a town form a little 
company, with a capital of perhaps 
$10,000. They buy a tractor at a cost 
of about $1,000, and underiake to 
plow idle land or re ylar Jand on a 
contract, They employ a practical 
|man_as their contractor, a man who} 
lias be:n @ged to handling labor and 


getting "thtngs done. The war lias} 
altered the activitics of many such 
men, Railway contracting, bridge 
building and such work has -been 


greatly limited by reason of the de- 
mands of ihe war upon capital, upon 
jabor and upon other cnergies of the 
people. 

In. Montreal, Mr, J. P. Anglin, the 
iwell known engineer and_ building 
contractor, has undertaken a big con- 
tract to plow idle acreage near Mont- 
real, and a syndicate of business men 
has been formed to do similar work 
in “ent county, Ont. These  ex- 
amples might well be followed 
throughout Canada.

United States Fisheries 
Indignant 


One hundred and fifty “blackfish” 
(or about that number) ran ashore 
and were’ stranded on the beach -ot 
Nantucket Island recently. 

This becomes more _ interestin 
when it is understood that blacktis 
are not fishes at all, but small whales 
from fifteen to forty feet long and 
weighing from one to three tons 
apiece, 

They were driven up on the beach 
by fishermen and allowed to die 
there—just for sport. No use was 
made of them. ‘The huge carcasses 
simply rotted and poisoned the air. 

The. meat of these whales was 
worth in the market twenty-five 
cents a pound. Their hides, for leath- 
er, wefe worth cight cents a pound. 
The oil derivable trom their jaws (the 
finest known for certain lubricating 
purposes) was worth $8 a gallon, 

This is “conservation” Massachu- 
setts style. Naturally the United 
States fisheries bureau is indignant, 
So likewise the food administration, 
But what can they do about it? 

In 1879 1,500 blackfish ran ashore 
at Provincetown, near the tip of Cape 
Cod, They all went to waste. No- 
body had the gumption to turn them 
to any useful account.

ate parts, gooseberrics, currants and 
raspberries form part of an increas- 
ing number of farmers’ gardens. 

Throughout tle Dominion the vari- 
ous government experimental farms 
have been giving a _ considerable 
amount of time to the study of the 
varieties best suited to different parts 
of the country and the results of these 
investigations are always interesting 
and instructive. . 

At the Central Experimental Farm, 
the average yield of the Herbert rasp- 
berry for two years on one row ninety 
feet in length was at the rate of more 
than two hundred and five bushels 
per acre. Under field conditions cul-! 
tivated raspberries produce from fifty 
to hundred bushels of crop per acre | 
according to the scason. _ Gooseber- | 
ries at forty pounds per bushel, yield- | 
ed at the rate of nine hundred and 
nine bushels to the acre. Red cur- 
rants gave two hundred and two bus- 
hels to the®acre in one instance, and 
four hundred and nine bushels in an- 
other,

f where the powers, responsibilities and functions of government are divided 
as between Féderal, Provincial and municipal legislative and administrative 
bodies. i 

impor MYO S if.hassalways been that people should have an understand- 
ing of Sai diicondivons. unde r which they live and are governed, it is 
perh ML hae important} today than at any previous period in history. 
In these times; when it would be both idle and foolish to deny that a spirit 
of unrest prevails, changes in the existing forms of government are being 
advoc ited it svanyquarters.. Utopian but utterly impracticable ideas are 
advanced bY some pzpanizations ; others urge a complete revolution along 
lines advocated by ‘adherents of the One Big Union; some would have the 
Soviet system of Russia introduced; the cry of “self determination” is rais- 
ed, although it is not made very clear what calls for determination; and, in 
gong], there is asre-grouping and re-alignment of the masses of the people 
in regard to matte’ political. x 

Because ofsthese conditions, it is more important than ever before that 
(idie shoulll’ be afcleartunderstanding of the pres@mt system, methods and 
functions of government in Canada which these several bodies of opinion 
would alterg change, and, in some instances, absolutely destroy if they 
had their way. 

It_is unquestionably true that in these Western Provinces, where such 
alitge percentage ofsthe people have come from other lands where condi- 
tions and forms of government are quite different, much confusion exists 
as to the different spheres of government vested in the Federal Parliament 
at Ottawa and in the Legislative Assemblies of.the various Provinces, - Be- 
cause of this, it has been suggested that a series of articles of a purely edu- 

~cational character dealing with government in Canada would be both valu- 
,able and timely, 
; For example, the newcdmeér, whether from the United States or some 
European country; finds it'exceedingly difficult to understand the. relation 
axhich exists between the British Crown and Governments in’ Canada,. ; The 
immigrant from Europe, familiar with the old autocratic monarchial gov- 
ernment in his native land, entertains the idea that somewhat similar con- 
ditions prevail’ in Canada, possibly even worse, and that Canada, as a pos- 
session of the British Crown, is ruled by governors appointed overseas, In- 
coming settlers from the United States, in many instances,,have a vague 
and hazy notion that in Canada people do not enjoy the same libertics and 
principles of democraic responsible government prevailing across the line— 
that, because we are subjects of King George V., we do not enjoy complete 
independence of action, and many believe that Canada has to pay tribute or 
taxes to England 

, -Dhe very fact that all legislation is enacted in the name of the King, 
fiat the Governntent. is spoken of as the King’s Government, and that the 
Royal assent is required to all legislation passed before it becomes law, leads 
to, a belief-in many quarters that Canadians do not enjoy. all the rights of 
self-government and as full exercise of all libertics as do the people of the 
United States or any other country. ; 

As a matter of fact, King George V. exercises far less power in Canada 
than the President does in the United States. The King in England, or 
his representative, the Governor-General in Canada, or any of the Provyin- 
cial Lieutenant-Governors, have the power to dismiss their ministers from 
office, Butthe President of the United States has the same power. In the 
United States, however, the people have no remedy except to elect a new 
President when the next election comes round, be that time long or short. 
In Canada, the people must be consulted in a general election immediately, 
and, if their verdict is in favor of the-dismissed ministers, the Governor- 
General, or the Lieutenant-Governor,'a§ the case may be, is recalled from 
office. 

The King, or his representative, is obliged to accept as his ministers 
and advisers those men who ave shown to have the confidence of the pcople 
through their election to Parliament or Legislature, and who command the 
support of a majority of all the members in Parliament or Legislature. 
The moment a Ministry loses ghe support of such a majority of the people's 
elected representatives, it must resign and make way for a new Ministry 
possessing such support. In the United States, on the other hand, the 
President personally selects his own cabinet of ministers, men who may, or 
may not, be the choice of the people, and men who may not command the 
support of a majority in Congress. . 

The Crown is a common tie binding all parts of the British Empire to- 
gether, but the Crown does not, and cannot, legislate of itself, impose taxes, 
or enforce laws. These things can only be done by the elected represen- 
tatives of the people and the courts of law which those representatives in 
their wisdom create; In a word, in no country do the people enjoy wider 
liberties or greater frecdom of action than in-Canada, both Federally and 
Provincially.

To Eradicate Weeds 


Weed Train Will Be Run Through 
Prairie Provinces, 

Arrangements for the running of a 
“weed train” through Manitoba, Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta for six wecks, 
commencing about the last week in 
January, were made by the Deputy 
Ministers of Agriculture of the three 
provinces, who met in Saskatoon re- 
cently. The train will be equipped 
with all of the necessary material to 
demonstrate the growth of the vari- 
ous weeds of the prairie provinces 
through their various stages, as well 
as the best means of eradicating them. 

The train will be composed of two 
lecture cars, a demonstration car, 
and a sleeper and diner for the per- 
sonnel, It will be manned by rep- 
resentatives of the Departments of 
Agriculture of the. provinces con- 
cerned, their colleges of agriculture, 
and the rural municipal associations, 
A representative of each province 
accompany the train through-

out its entire trip, although in :
